matter; and occupied the maufoleum of the deceaſed, as it's habitation, until the 

| body became corrupted. From that time, it continued to tranſmigrate, during three 
thouſand years, into innumerable animals of every denomination ; until at the end 

of this revolution it again reanimated the human form. Lib. 2. ſhall juſt 
obſerye farther on this ſubject, that, according to the teſtimony of the moſt ap- 
proved travellers, the tenets above enumerated, and in. particular that of a metemp- 
ſichoſis, are received by the Chineſe Bonzas, as parts of their religion; of which the 
antiquity is furely beyond queſtion.
